Present plans, it 
was

freeze similar to OPA’s “general 
m axim um price 
regulation”

World W ar II. Separate ceilings 
then would be worked out, indus­ 
try by industry, as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. A “rollback” to January I 
price levels is under study. 
Disalle’s price office will gain 
greatly in authority, as will the 
nine-m em ber wage board headed 
by Cyrus S. Ching. Each will be­ 
come autonomous in its field, with 
Johnston referring disputes and 
laying down general policy. La­ 
bor union heads had protested that 
under Valentine’s setup any wage 
agreement they worked out with 
Ching’s office could have been ov- 
eriden by the administrator w ith­ 
out him heat ing their arguments. 
Johnston told reporters he plans 
to keep hands off the operating 
job and run a small “Vinson-type” 
agency for policy planning. He was 
referring to the wartime officio of 
economic stabilization, once head­ 
ed by Chief Justice Fred M. Vin­ 
son. Vinson had a staff of only a 
dozen or so persons. 
More Help Hired 
Valentine had kept most of the 
operating power in his own hands. 
He rn ade a limited delegation of 
power to Disalle, who remained 
dissatisfied. Ching declined to ac­ 
cept such limited authority for his 
board, and held out for more. 
Those two offices now will be 
split and will operate almost inde­ 
pendently, ESA officials said. 
Great 
expansion 
is 
planned. 
ESA’s 450 workers, now sharing 
part of a temporary building with 
the office of housing expeditor, 
will take over the whole building 
this weekend. Larger quarters are 
being sought. 
Mr. Trum an is known to have 
been under great pressure to re ­ 
place Valentine, the former presi­ 
dent of the University of Roches­ 
ter.

Veto Threat Looms

that there now are enough votes to 
pass it if none has a change of 
heart before the vote is taken. 
The big obstacle now is Gover­ 
nor Williams. 
If he should veto

the House. The Democrats have 
enough votes to sustain a veto. 
Probably never again will the 
road lobby have the opportunity it 
has this year. It has done a pretty 
good job of selling the idea that 
the highways need more money. 
Another year may bring material 
restrictions which limit highway 
construction and provide a strong 
argument for no more taxes. And 
the gel oral tax burden may be­ 
come so heavy that the people will 
not stand any additional gas taxes.

A recommendation of mercy by 
the seven women and live men on 
the jury saved Ingenito from the 
electric chair. 
They had listened to prosecutor 
E. Milton Hannold

death penalty and court-appointed 
defense attorney Frank Sahl plead 
for no greater 
a 
penalty 
than 
second degree murder. 
Sahl broke down and w ept as in 
a broken voice he implored the 
jurors: “When you go out to de­ 
liberate, rem em ber that he went 
down there to see 
his 
children. 
God almighty! I couldn’t stand it 
myself.’* 
The attorney was 
referring 
to 
Ingcnito’s testimony in which he 
gave a detailed account of oppres­ 
sion by his m other-in-law in his 
marital difficulties. 
Ingenito was tried only for the 
slaving 
of 
his 
m other-in-law , 
Mrs. Michael 
Mazzoli. 
43. 
She 
was one of the five relatives of 
his wife whom he shot to death in 
a night of terror in the scrublands 
of Piney' Hollow last Nov. IT. Tho 
salesman also wounded four per­ 
rons, including his wife, 
Teresa, 
23. 


FRANKFURT, Germany—a/P i— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, who 
once entered Germany as a con­ 
queror, declared today “ I would 
like to see the 
German 
people 
lined up with others in defense 
cf the western type of civiliza­ 
tion.” 
Eisenhower flew in from Lux- 
emborg on the 
wind-up 
of his 
tour of Atlantic pact nations to 
lay the groundw ork for a united 
defense against 
communist 
ag­ 
gression. He told reporters: 
“ I hope that some day the great 
German people will be lined up 
with the west. I believe in 
the 
freedom loving 
quality 
of 
the 
German people.” 
No Place for Neutrals 
Asked w hether he believed the 
G ermans should be mobilized to 
assist in the western defense plan, 
he declared there is “no place for 
actual neutrality” when civiliza­ 
tions are in conflict. 
Eisenhower emphasized, 
how ­ 
ever, th at the Germans should be 
allowed to come into the defense 
alliance of their own free will. 
A fter getting settled, the gen­ 
eral will begin his examination of 
Germ any— potentially the strong­ 
est nation in west Europe. 
About G erm any everyone 
was 
uncertain. Some of the 
western 
powers did not want the former 
Reich arm ed more than super­ 
ficially. Others, such as the U n­ 
ited States, considered Germ any 
the strongest fighting force like- 


«!♦ 
ly to bo set on the defense line 
i-gainst Red aggression. 
Partnership Wanted 
West Germany herself was de­ 
termined to have no p art in the 
w estern defense scheme, 
unless 
she was 
recognized 
as a 
fully 
equal partner. Such countries as 
France do not want to see G er­ 
many given too m uch independ­ 
ence. 
Meanwhile, an unofficial flurry 
continued about the 
whole 
de­ 
fense plan itself. 
Some papers and some 
com­ 
mentators had insisted there has 
been a basic change in 
defense 
plans and that it was no longer 
intended to begin w ith the 
de­ 
fense of Hie Elbe river. The Elbe 
is the frontier line between West­ 
ern Germany and Soviet-occupi­ 
ed East Germany. Some observ­ 
ers said the new defense line was 
to be the Rhine river. 
Nothing Until 1953 
O ther 
observers 
felt 
there 
eould be no controversy 
in 
the 
near future over defense lines. In 
his tour so far, 
Eisenhow er 
has 
not seen a defense 
force 
that 
could hold a defensive line any 
place at all. None of the national 
plans seemed to provide 
for 
a 
very substantial 
fighting 
force 
before 1953. 
Until the main force begins to 
take shape, it will be difficult for 
Eisenhower, or any 
other com­ 
mander, to say w here he will es­ 
tablish a defense line.

Got Drunk Dec. 25 
Agent Richardson gave this ac­ 
count of the story of Badman 
Cook, 23, a dishwasher and ex­ 
convict from Joplin, Mo.: 
The crime tour began Christmas 
Day at Blythe, Calif., where Cook 
got 
drunk. 
He hitch-hiked 
to 
Mcx., 
then started for his home town, 
Joplin. 
On Dec. 30 he 
held 
up 
Lee 
Archer. Tahoka. Tex., took his a u ­ 
tomobile, abandoned it near O kla­ 
homa City. 
Then he encountered 
the Mosser family, who were en 
route to Albuquerque, N. M., to 
visit Mosser’s brother. 
Cook flagged down their car, 
hopped in, gun in hand, and kept 
the family under his threatening 
control for three days. 
He forced 
Mosser to drive to Oklahoma City 
and to Wichita Falls, Tex., w here 
Mosser attem pted to yell for help

thwarted.

Fair Board Again Points to Need 
For Enlarging Exhibition Building 


*pHE U. P. State Fair board of managers 
A 
once again has emphasized the need 
for enlarging the main exhibition building 
at the state fairgrounds here to meet con­ 
stantly Increasing demands for exhibition 
•pac*. 
The 
action 
of the board in seeking a 
special legislative appropriation for 
the 
proposed improvement points up foe ur­ 
gency. 
In past years the board recom­ 
mended this project to the state but did 
not press the issue because improvements 
to 4-H club facilities at the grounds were 
even more urgently needed. 
Funds 
for 
those projects were authorized 
and 
this 
work has been completed. 
In the mean­ 
time 
the 
steady growth of the fair has 
sharpened the focus on the inadequacies of 
the main exhibition building. 
This year the fair board once again rec­ 
ommended the expansion of the building 
but the item was stricken from the fair 
budget by the state budget 
department. 


There W ill Be No Toking 
To The Hills 
rpHE idea, probably held by many Amer- 
^ 
leans, that an atomic attack will be 
the signal for a mass evacuation of the na­ 
tion's cities is being vigorously combatted 
by the Office of Civil Defense. And rightly 
so. Iii the event of such an attack nothing 
coif d be more useful to the enemy than an 
unnecessary stoppage of industrial produc­ 
tion. 
In the case of a direct hit, of course, part 
of the bombed community will be virtual­ 
ly paralyzed. But the citizens who are un­ 
harmed and the people 
of 
neighboring 
cities and towns will remain at work and 
continue turning out the materials needed 
by the military establishment. For them to 
fail to do that would either postpone vic­ 
tory or more it impossible. 
Discussing the "take to the hills” men­ 
tality which has developed among certain 
groups, James J. Wadsmorth, acting direc­ 
tor of the Civil Defense Office, 
promised 
that those with priority—children, expect­ 
ant mothers and the aged and infirm— 
would be moved to safety in the event of 
attack. But civilians "with no idea except 
escape" will be turned back to civil de­ 
fense authorities. 


Recruiting Offices 
Are Still Necessary 
p E P . FORD’S proposal that the armed 
^ 
forces get out of the recruiting busi­ 
ness and let the job entirely up to the lo­ 
cal draft boards is not a good solution to 
this problem. 
It may be true that the armed forces are 
spending more money than necessary on 
recruiting 
service—the 
military 
forces 
have always been guilty of extravagance— 
but the draft boards are unable to answer 
all of the questions about 
the 
various 
branches of the armed forces that young 
men are asking these days. 
It is agreed by professional soldiers that 
the best men for armed service are those 
who join voluntarily. The morale of enlist­ 
ed men is generally always much higher 
than morale of conscripted troops. 
A young man today can go to the re­ 
cruiting offices of all fouF of the armed 
services and learn for himself what each 
offers Then he can decide which branch 
of service he desires—provided, of course, 
that he doesn’t wait for his draft board to 
call him up. 
The new order directing draft boards to 
accept volunteers in the 18-26 group is not 
in contradiction or opposition to the re­ 
cruiting offices of the armed forces. 
All 
throughout World War II the draft boards 
accepted volunteers to help meet their 
calls—and the armed forces recruiting of­ 
fices were also busy handling enlistments. 
A 
draft 
board 
clerk, no m atter how 
capable he or she may be, simply cannot 
be expected to answer all of the questions 
about military service that young men to­ 
day are asking. 
A young man who wants to serve in the 
U. S. Marine Corps can go to a Marine re­ 
cruiting office, enlist and be certain that 
he will get into the branch of service of his 
choice. That is not true with a man who 
applies for voluntary induction through his 
draft board. He will almost certainly be 
assigned to the U. S. Army. 
The more men who enlist in the armed 
services, the fewer will have to be called 
through the draft. That’s good for the de­ 
fense department and it is equally good for 
the principles of Americanism. 
We sell our nation’s goods through ad­ 
vertising What’s wrong with selling the 
opportunity for service to country to our 
! young men in the same way? 


Tile board of managers then decided to 
ask for a special legislative appropriation 
to provide for this improvement. 
In striking the building expansion re­ 
quest from the U. P. state fair budget, the 
state budget office did not do so because of 
n belief that the project was cither unde­ 
sirable or unnecessary. The budget office, 
however, was forced to make reductions 
in virtually all financial requests of the 
various state bureaus and commissions. 
Tile enlarging of the exhibition building 
would provide space for important educa­ 
tional exhibits that now are in cramped 
quarters or with 
inadequate 
facilities. 
More space particularly is desired for the 
home extension department, where home­ 
makers are given tips and demonstrations 
of modern techniques in food preparation, 
etc Facilities arc also sought for showing 
of motion pictures. 
Visual education liar 
proved to be a very effective and the ex­ 
pansion of this program at the fair has 
been desired for several years. 


ll. S. Economy Can 
Meet New Challenge 


t it ITH new and heavier taxes in store for 
* * us end President Truman calling for a 
budget of $71,600,000,000, inevitably a lot 
of people are going 
to 
be 
discouraged 
about our ability to carry the load. 
But let the faint-hearted take assurances 
from the way America has met its chal­ 
lenges in the past and 
is 
still 
meeting 
them. President Truman’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic 
Advisers, in its recent annual re­ 
port, dredged up a lot of comforting statis­ 
tics on this score. 
The U. S. economy is far stronger than it 
was in 1940. But since many would prob­ 
ably say most of that growth is due to the 
necessary 
expansions of World War II, 
let’s concentrate on what has happened in 
the years after the war ended. 
Total 
manufacturing 
capacity is up 
nearly 30 per cent in that period—on top 
of the stout wartime gains. Steel capacity 
is 12 per cent b ij\er and still rising. Our 
chemical and machinery industries, bulk­ 
ing steadily larger in the overall economy, 
are IO to 70 per cent above 1945 levels. 
Late in 1950 civilian employment yas 
eight million higher than the peak year of 
the war. More significant thafn that prod­ 
uctivity—output per man hour of work— 
has advanced some IO per cent in the same 
five-year span. 
Thus both during and after the war the 
U. S. economy showed a matchless vitality 
and dynamic strength. It grew both in 
capacity and in efficient use of established 
capacity. 
Best of all, this growth shows no signs 
of slackening its pace. Industrial output in 
1950 was 14 per cent more 
than 
1949. 
While 1949 witnessed a mild recession, by 
June of 1950 U. S. production was ahead 
of the peak 1948 production rate. 
The president’s advisers look for a hike 
of 7 per cent over present levels by the 
end of 1951. And they’re anticipating at 
least a 25 per cent production gain within 
the next five years. 
Listen to their forecast: 
"We have not reached, and cannot fore­ 
see reaching, any final ceiling on our pro­ 
ductive power. Throughout the years we 
have grown, despite ups and downs, and 
we will continue to grow. We have a grow­ 
ing population. We have business initia­ 
tive and daring. We have workers of great 
skill and energy. We have the ability to 
make practical use of new scientific dis­ 
coveries and inventions. We have, despite 
some 
shortages, 
bountiful 
natural 
re­ 
sources.” 
The Kremlin is said to be waiting eager­ 
ly for our "fore-ordained” economic col­ 
lapse. Well, comrades, you can take your 
fingers out of your ears. There’s not going 
to be any crash for a long time.

WASHINGTON — Mobilization 
boss 
Charles Wilson has ordered his staff to be 
ready to clamp down price and wage con­ 
trols within two weeks. Ile got the nod 
last week from President Truman who has 
finally agreed to all-out controls. 
Previously the president had gone along 
with the Federal Reserve Board, which ad­ 
vised against putting the economy in a 
government strait jacket. The board argu­ 
ed that indirect controls would eventually 
curb inflation. 
These 
Indirect 
methods, 
however, have failed to hold down prices. 
At the same time, a shake-up in the mo­ 
bilization hi rh -comm and may also accom­ 
pany the new controls. For example, Wil­ 
son makes no secret around his office flint 
he hopes lo get rid of Price Administrator 
Mike Di Salle and Di Salle doesn’t try to 
coneen] his distaste for Economic Stabil­ 
ization Director Alan Valentine. All this 
backbiting Is likely to result in some heads 
rolling. 
Meanwhile, across the Potomac in the 
Pentagon, tim new munitions board chair­ 
man, John D. Small, has been given 90 
days to straighten cut the mess he inherit­ 
ed. He took over the reins from Hubert 
Howard after Ihe munitions board 
had 
failed in its assignment to stockpile stra­ 
tegic materials. However, President Tru­ 
man still isn’t satisfied with the board’s 
progress, and has applied the spurs to the 
new chairman. 
DISSECTING TAFT 
Democrat 
senators were verbally dis­ 
secting Sen. Robert A. (for Alphonso) Taft 
in the Senate cloakroom the other day. 
"Bob has a good mind and always brings 
up interesting points,” defended 
Illinois’ 
Sen. Paul Douglas. 
"But what about his know-it-all attitude 
that oven gripes the Republicans?” he was 
asked. 
"The truth is,” Douglas explained, "the 
senator is two people. He is Bob Taft, and 
he is Alphonso Taft.” 
INDUSTRIAL TARGETS 
In the haste to expand war production, 
the government is paying no attention to 
dispersal but is throwing up new factories 
right where the Russians can bomb them 
easiest. The truth is, 90 per cent of our new 
plants are being built in industrial areas 
that are already tempting targets. 
Of approximately 80 defense plants now 
approved for construction, 18 are located 
in Pennsylvania’s industrial heartland. The 
rest will be built in the production cen­ 
ters of Ohio, Michigan, Alabama, Illinois 
and New York—with 
a 
few 
scattered 
plants in Indiana, 
West Virginia, 
Ken­ 
tucky, California, Maryland and Connecti­ 
cut. 
In 
other 
words, instead of scattering 
these factories around the country, the 
government is concentrating them in big 
cities such as Pittsburgh, Detroit, Birm­ 
ingham, Chicago and Los Angeles. 
This 
not only makes our defense facilities more 
vulnerable, but adds to the housing, trans­ 
portation and educational 
problems 
of 
these overcrowded centers. 
Technically, the new plants will not be 
built by the government but by 
private 
companies. However, the government has 
a powerful say-so through its certification 
system. 
This is handled by the national 
security resources board, which issues cer­ 
tificates of necessity for building defense 
plants. Only factories that have been cer­ 
tified by the NSRB are eligible for big tax 
reductions under the defense production 
act. 
Needless to say, this is a powerful lever 
for keeping the plant owners in line. How­ 
ever, the NSRB, while it has encouraged 
dispersal, has not enforced it. As a result, 
the owners are building their new 
fac­ 
tories right alongside the old. 
It may be more costly to build defense 
plants in remote regions, but it would be 
safer from enemy air attack, hence a lot 
cheaper in the long run. 
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Heart of the State Department is located in this 
streamlined new building in Washington, but 
the sprawling agency which carries out U. S. 
foreign policy occupies a dozen other buildings 


in the Capital and directs activities at hundreds 
of embassies, legations, consulates and other 
missions throughout the world.

SOME POINTS OF USAGE 


Monroe: 
Our 
English class in normal 
school would like to know if the spelling 
"nite” for "night” has been formally ac­ 
cepted.—C. F. 
A. Such shortened forms as 
“lute, tho, 
thru, thoro” once had a mild vogue; but 
they are very seldom seen nowadays, es­ 
pecially in the better class of publications. 
I’d advise against them. 
Milwaukee: Our geometry class has been 
debating over the plural of the word hy­ 
potenuse. Is there a plural? The dictionary 
does not give one. Can you help us?—C. F. 
A. The proper plural of the word hy­ 
potenuse is hypotenuses. You will not find 
this in the dictionary for the reason that 
dictionaries do not give plurals that are 
formed regularly—that is, by adding -s or 
-es, as: dog, dogs; fox, foxes, etc. There­ 
fore, when you find a word in the diction­ 
ary for which no plural appears, you may 
safely form the plural by adding -s or -es, 
as the case may be. 
On the other hand, 
plurals that are 
formed irregularly are always shown; for 
example: ox, oxen; child, children; mouse, 
mice; foot, feet, etc. 
Beaumont: Tile contraction “he’s” is the 
accepted short form for “he is.” But is it 
also good usage to use “he’s” for “he has,” 
as, “lie’s been in Korea”?—B. 
A. “He’s” for "he has” occurs quite fre­ 
quently in informal conversation. But I’d 
say thumbs down on it in written English 
and in formal or serious speech.

FRAW-leen.” The word used is Fraulein 
(the “a” has two dots over it—the umlaut).

Acheson Is 50th Person To Hold 
Position Of Secretary Of State 


By HERBERT HOLLANDER 
The controversy which has raged 
about Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson 
spotlights 
some 
little 
known facts about the men who 
have held that high office in the 
past and development of the Fed­ 
eral department which is charged 
with execution of U. S. foreign 
policy. 
Dean Acheson Is the 50th man 
to hold the office of secretary of 
state. 
Since only 32 men have been 
president 
of 
the United States, 
that 
indicates 
a fair amount of 
turnover within administrations. 
For example, George Washing­ 
ton had three secretaries of state, 
the volatile Andrew Jackson had 
four and so did peppery, argumen­ 
tative John Tyler. But the calm 
and genial William McKinley also 
had 
three secretaries 
of 
state, 
w h i l e 
tempestuous 
Theodore 
Roosevelt had the same number 
and so did Woodrow Wilson. Har­ 
ry Truman has had three, with the 
tenure of the third the subject of 
some of the most bitter dispute 
which ever has involved an in­ 
cumbent of the office. 
However, while the degree of 
controversy 
is 
perhaps 
unique, 
many 
secretaries 
have 
found 
themselves 
sharply 
criticized, 
some have been widely urged to 
resign both with and without re­ 
sult, and others have quit in spec­ 
tacular 
breaks 
over administra­ 
tion policies. 


Six Elected President 
Of the 50 men who have held 
the office, only six have been elec­ 
ted president, and that despite the 
fact that many of the secretaries 
have been among the most dis­ 
tinguished men of their times. 
Moreover, it 
is interesting to 
note that none of the men who 
made the promotion 
from 
the 
state department 
to 
the 
White 
House has done so within the past 
IOO years. 
The 
last 
secretary to become 
president was James Buchanan. 
lie had been in President Polk’s 
cabinet, serving during his entire 
administration from 1845 to 1849, 
and within the next decade—in 
1857—was elected President. 
Others who had done so previ­ 
ously were Thomas Jefferson, the 
first secretary of state in Presi­ 
dent Washington’s first adminis­ 
tration, 
James 
Madison, 
James 
Monroe, John Quincy Adams and 
President Jackson’s intimate friend 
and political protege, Martin Van 
Buren. 
A record never since equalled 
was set by the great orator and 
statesman. 
Daniel 
Webster. 
He 
was secretary of state three times. 
It is to be rioted that although 
no secretary of state in a century 
has become president, it has not 
always been for want of trying. 
Of the 50 men who have held the 
state portfolio, at least two-thirds 
have cherished pre idcntial ambi­ 
tions and in several instances re­ 
ceived nominations but failed of 
election. Among these are such 
men as Lewis Cass, William H. 
Seward, 
Blaine, 
Bryan, 
and 
Charles Evans Hughes. The latter 
became President Harding’s secre­ 
tary of state just four years after 
he was 
nosed 
out by President 
Wilson in Hie whisker-close elec­ 
tion of 1916. 
An outstanding American who 
was 
recalled 
to 
public 
life by 
Pre idcnt Truman in 1945 to be­ 
come his secretary of state may 
become a key figure in the Presi­ 
dential campaign of 1952. He is 
James F. Byrne.', recently elected 
governor of S nth Carolina after 
a career in which ho 
has 
held 
more high < 'dices, leg’ lativc, judi­ 
cial and administrative, than al­ 
most any man in U. S. history. It 
is consider I quite possible that 
Mr. 
Byrnes-, 
who 
sharply with Prcsidt 
domestic policies, rn 
to head un a th:: i 
national elections ne 


Byrnes, Cordell Hull, and General 
George C. Marshall. 
General Marshall had a unique 
distinction as secretary of state. 
He was the first carcer military 
man ever to hold that post; the 
only 
secretary 
who 
never had 
previously held any elective or ap­ 
pointive office, with the single ex­ 
ception of a brief diplomatic mis­ 
sion 
to 
the Nationalist Chinese 
Government at Chungking. 
It has been said also that Gen­ 
eral Marshall is the only former 
secretary of state to reenter the 
cabinet in another post. He now 
is secretary of defense. However, 
that happened once before, and in 
recent times and in relatively the 
same position. 
Henry 
L. 
Stimson, 
who had 
been president Hoover’s secretary 
of state, returned as secretary of 
war in the cabinet of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
General 
Marshall’s return is unique, how­ 
ever, in the fact that it is under 
the administration 
of 
the same 
president, Mr. Truman. 
There are many famous names 
among the list of former secretar­ 
ies. In addition to those already 
named 
may 
be 
cited such out­ 
standing men as John Marshall, 
Edward 
Everett, Hamilton Fish,

I am 
an individual. You are an indiv­ 
idual. And 
so is 
Harry S. Tru­ 
man. 
In his recent budget speech Mr. 
Truman has exhorted the people 
to pare another necessity off the 
weekly cash outlay 
in order 
to 
meet tho fresh demands of gov­ 
ernment and defense. 
I will be 
pleased to break out the 
peeler 
and pare with the other kids, but 
in this instance I want it unani­ 
mous. 
Unanimous includes Mr. 
Tru­ 
man, who knocks off a cash grab 
of 50 lovely 
G-notes each 
and 
every—gorgeous 
thousand-dollar 
bills because 
they 
are 
subject 
neither to scrutiny, account, nor 
the itching palm of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue. 
Gamblers Evade Tax 
This is a fee the gamblers des­ 
cribe as “off the top,” 
meaning 
that it is literally in large, coarse 
bills and therefore is not liable 
to the tax take. It is the exempt 
tip they voted Harry a couple of 
years back, and which he eagerly 
endorsed. 
The way we heave the scratch 
around, I do not care if they pay 
Harry a million

Spearing Season 


On Till Feb. 28 


Sportsmen Reminded 


O f State Rules 
The fish spearing season which 
got off to a better January start 
this year, continues through Feb- 
28, the conservation department 
reminds fishermen. 
Little or no ice crusted lakes 
opening days last year. 
Regular season limits prevail on 
northern 
pike 
and 
whitefish, 
Northern maximum take is five 
per day or in possession, minimum 
size limit of 14 inches. Whitefish 
creel limit is seven per day or in 
possession but no size limit. 
On sturgeon the creel maximum 
per day, in possession, of for the 
season is two, size minimum .of 
36 inches. Any length lake trout 
may be speared, but not more than 
five trout or IO pounds and one 
trout may be taken. 
For those using spears there Is 
no catch limit on carps, suckers, 
redhorse, mullet, sheepshead, cis­ 
coes, smelt, muskellunge, pilot- 
fish or Menominee whitefish, cat­ 
fish, bullheads, dogfish and gar- 
pike. There is no size limit on 
these except 
for 
muskellunge 
which is 30 inches. 
Spear fishermen may not use 
jack or artificial light on inland 
lakes. A few inland 
lakes 
are 
closed and can be checked in the 
fish law digest or with the local 
conservation 
officer. 
Spearing 
rules applying to Great Lakes and 
connecting waters as well as in­ 
land streams are listed in the di­ 
gest.

Cottage Owners Soon May 
Solve Erosion Problems 


Beach erosion along the state’s 
3,000 miles of Great Lakes shore­ 
line, responsible for millions of 
dollars damage 
in 
the 
1940’s 
alone, soon may be 
a 
problem 
which 
the 
individual frontage- 
cottage owner can economically 
combat. 
Releasing a progress report on 
a Michigan beach erosion study. 
G. E. Eddy, chief of the conserva­ 
tion department’s geological sur­ 
vey division, says researchers now 
have covered enough ground on 
the problem to be able to attack 
the problem of low cost protection. 
So far, Eddy says, use of sea walls, 
jetties and other devices are fin­ 
ancially practical only for most 
valuable frontages such as cities, 
railroad rights of way and main 
highways. 
Sand Is Cheaper 
“We definitely know that beach 
erosion occurs only during rising 
and high lake levels, and that no 
cycle-type trend of rising levels is 
indicated since 1860,” he advises. 
“As we learn more about erosion 
forces, bulkheads, 
groin 
exten­ 
sions from shore or other modi­ 
fied protective 
structures 
may 
provide cheaper means of solving 
the individual’s problem.” 
Sand 
resurfacing, the geology 
chief points out, is one nonstruct­ 
ural method of improving a large 
or small beach frontage which is 
economically feasible under cer­ 
tain conditions. In cases where a 
sand supply is nearby, the cost 
of periodic artifical replacement 
can be less than structural de­ 
vices. 
The study, “Beach 
Erosion 
in 
Michigan,” under the direction of 
E. F. Brater, Associate Professor 
of Civil Engineering at the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan, is a co-oper­ 
ative project with the conservation 
department. To aid in practical 
erosion research, in addition to 
actual field studies, an actual har­ 
bor model is set up at the Uni­ 
versity’s lake hydraulics labora­ 
tory. Equipment includes a plun­ 
ger type wave machine forty feet 
long.

reviews the erosion problem to 
date, advises what is being done 
and attempts to clear up misun­ 
derstandings as to how erosion 
works. 
Besides the wind 
and 
water 
working separately or in combin­ 
ation, the report explains, the ero­ 
sion pace frequently is stepped up 
by ice action and the surface run­ 
off of rainfall. 
The report notes that with mass 
automobile production and a good 
highway 
system, 
cottages 
and 
small homes by the tens of thou­ 
sands began to be constructed— 
as close to the water’s edge, as 
was considered possible in the 
judgement of builders, since the 
water’s presence is the sole pur­ 
pose for their being there. 
Seriousness Increases

Square Design Cuts Cost Of Cape Cod Cottage

Studies made by government 
experts, architects and builders, 
with a view to bringing down the 
cost of homes indicate 
that 
the 
lirst step toward economy is the 
use of a square 
plan, 
without 
breaks or ells. 
This fact has been kept in mind 
by the Home of the 
Week 
Plan 
Service in designing 
“ The 
Ips­ 
wich,” the 6-room Cape Cod cot­ 
tage pictured at the right. 
This house has a layout which 
meets the needs of many prospec­ 
tive builders— four rooms 
with 
complete living 
accommodations 
on the first floor and two rooms 
end bath on the second floor. 
The dwelling 
itself 
measures 
34x25 feet and has a cubic con­ 
tent of 18,500 feet. 
An enclosed 
porch, 9N x 9\z feet 
in 
dimen­ 
sions, serves as a connecting link 
between the dwelling and a gar­ 
age 13 feet in width, giving the 
complete 
structure 
an 
over-all 
frontage of 57 feet. If the lot is 
extra wide, the porch could be 
made larger. The garage is spa­ 
cious enough to accommodate a 
work bench built against either 
of Hie side walls. 
Shingles C an Be Used 
In the example illustrated, the 
outside walls were finished with 
painted clapboards. Bu t shingles 
could be used or tile walls could 
be masonry. The roof is covered 
with black, fire-resisant shingles, 
and black-painted 
shutters 
are 
hung at the windows. The wide 
windows and the wide dormeis 
at the front roof are pleasing de­ 
viations from the usual Cape Cod 
style.

Secretaries Of State 
Always Had Hard Time 


By MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON — “The secre­ 
tary of state exists only to recog­ 
nize the existence 
of 
a 
world 
which congress would rather ig­ 
nore; of obligations 
which 
con­ 
gress repudiates whenever it can; 
or bargains which congress dis­ 
trusts and tries to turn to its ad­ 
vantage or to reject. 
Since the 
first day the senate existed, it has 
always intrigued against the sec­ 
retary of state whenever the sec­ 
retary has been obliged to extend 
his functions beyond the appoint­ 
m ent of consuls in senators’ ser­ 
vice.” 
That is from “The Education of 
Henry Adams,” the searching au­ 
tobiography 
written 
by 
Henry 
Adams, a New England Puritan 
descended from John Adams and 
John 
Quincy 
Adams. 
He 
was 
writing about 
his 
good 
friend, 
John Hay, secretary of state at the 
turn of the century. 
Hay had a China problem to 
work out not unlike that which 
today confronts Secretary of State 
Dean 
Acheson. 
The 
western 
powers were using the Boxer re- 
f 
as an excuse to grab pieces 
of China loot. 
Russia was pushing out into an 
Asiatic empire, aiming to annex 
most of Manchuria by 
economic 
and political infiltration. 
Secre­ 
tary Hay was struggling to main­ 
tain an “open door” in China and 
to keep China intact as “an ad­ 
ministrative entity.” 
Some Parallels Today 
There are some parallels with 
the situation today. The then Rus­ 
sian 
ambassador, 
Cassini, 
was 
openly intriquing 
with 
congress 
and lobbying for favorable public 
opinion. In the same way the Na­ 
tionalist 
Chinese 
embassy 
has 
lobbied with congress and public 
opinion in recent years in a m an­ 
ner which would scarcely be tol­ 
erated in any other capital in the 
world. 
Except in quiet periods 
when 
the office was largely ceremonial, 
few secretaries of state have es­ 
caped abuse, attack and. frequent­ 
ly. defeat for their policies. What 
we really need is two secretaries 
of ‘tate—one to carry on diplo­ 
matic relations with congress and 
the other to 
conduct 
American 
foreign policy. 
For a time, in the comparable 
crisis of Nazi aggression IO years 
ago, we did have, in effect, two 
secretaries. Cordell Hull was the 
official 
secretary 
and 
congress 
loved him 
He could he sure at 
•ny time of a warm 
friendly 
reception en Capitol Hill. 
Foreign policy was 
conducted 
by President 
Roosevelt 
through 
Undersecretary r.f st,-dc* 
Sum­ 
ner 
Welles 
This 
arrangement 
worked fairly well 
for 
a 
time 


Then intriguers stirred jealousies 
that ended with Welles’ resigna­ 
tion. 
Acheson Row Subsides 
The angry hue and 
cry 
over 
Acheson has now more 
or 
less 
subsided. 
Since 
President 
Tru­ 
m an’s loyalty is always stiffened 
by opposition, 
particularly 
from 
the press, it was a 
safe 
astute 
opinion not long ago that whoever 
took his place would before too 
long be subjected 
to 
the 
same 
barrage. 
And there is good rea­ 
son to believe that this would be 
so. 
A new secretary 
might 
look 
forward to a honeymoon. 
Most 
frequently reported as a replace­ 
ment for Acheson is Chief Justice 
Fred Vinson 
Vinson is an able 
politician with a great 
store 
of 
amiability. 
He might, therefore, 
enjoy 
a 
longer 
honeymoon 
than 
most. 
Sooner or later, however, 
if 
he 
set out on an independent course, 
he could look forward 
to some­ 
thing like the storm 
which 
has 
raged around Acheson. 
He could 
then become a willing or an un­ 
willing prisoner of his critics on 
Capitol Hill. 
As a prisoner the secretary of 
state has little latitude 
for 
the 
diplomatic maneuvering essential 
to the conduct of a positive foreign 
policy. 
At every turn he is cir­ 
cumscribed by his jailers and the 
tendency is always to reduce the 
limits of his freedom.

New Antibiotic 
Drug Found In 
Mold At Lansing 
By STON BRADSHAW 
LANSING, Mich.— (TP) —Three 
years of needle hunting in the hay­ 
stack of soil molds by the Michi­ 
gan department of health has paid 
off in the discovery of a promising 
new antibiotic drug. 
The new drug, synnematin, still 
in the developmental stage, was 
discovered by 
researchers 
who 
knew almost exactly what they 
were seeking—a companion for the 
“miracle” drugs, 
penicillin 
and 
streptomycin, also mold deriva­ 
tives. 
The researchers’ endeavors, from 
the first, were limited to finding 
an nntiobiotic or antibiotics which 
would be effective against tuber­ 
culosis 
and 
against 
whooping 
cough. 
“In synnematin,” said Dr. Al 
bort E. Heustis, state health com­ 
missioner, “it looks as if we have 
hit one of our targets.” 
The salmonella group, against 
which the drug appears most po­ 
tent to date, he said, includes the 
organisms which cause infant di­ 
arrhea, typhoid fever and septice- i 
mia. They also cause “chicken cli- I 
arrhea” in fowl. 
This group, Dr. 
Heustis 
said, 
“had no decent therapy—no me­ 
dicine a doctor could use.” (Chlo­ 
romycetin, another antibiotic, is a 
typhoid remedy). 
Dr. Heustis and Dr. G. D. Cum­ 
mings, labortaory director, credit­ 
ed the actual discovery of the new 
drug to a team of nine workers 
headed by Dr. Russell Gottshall 
(bacteriologist;; 
Dr. 
John 
M. 
Roberts (mycologist); Dr. Lucille 
Port wood (chemist) and J. C. Jen­ 
nings (bacteriologist). 
In the process of finding the 
drug, Dr. Heustis said, the team 
checked more than 17,000 mold 
growths. Synnematin came from 
the 3,590th mold tested, a small 
peach colored bit of soil growth. 
At first, it took 21 days to ap­ 
pear in cultures. Since then, the 
time of appearance has been cut 
to IO days, and occasionally to 
five. Only a very minute quantity 
of the drug, in a semi-pure state, 
has been produced.

A new type of business enter­ 
prise, a self-service laundry, is 
being established here and will 
commence operations next Thurs­ 
day. 
James Bright of Chicago, whose 
wife is the former Catherine G al­ 
lagher of this city, is proprietor of 
the new business. It w ill be call­ 
ed the Laundromat Self-Service 
Laundry. 
Bright, who has spent his va­ 
cations hunting and fishing here 
for the past 30 years, worked as 
a sales manager in Chicago pre­ 
viously. 
The laundry w ill be located in 
the Harry Needham building at 
107 South 10th street and w ill be 
open from 8 a. rn. to 8 p. rn. The 
former storage building has been 
renovated and 
the interior has 
been decorated with three shades 
of pastel blue. 
Sixteen automatic washing ma­ 
chines, two driers, two extractors 
and a mangle have been installed, 
as well as a water tank with two 
gas heating units and a water soft­ 
ening unit. 
Patrons w ill be able to wash and 
dry their laundry in one hour, 
Bright states. A customer may use 
as many machines as needed, if 
available, and thus can have all 
“ batches” of clothing washed si­ 
multaneously.
